(l) safeguards against surprise attack and (2) surveillance of esspower/ana- 
ansnt reductions be in consonance with tbs principles contained in the 
H Comprehensive Inspection Plan", dated 20 January 1996, the Department of 
Defense (JC8) "Draft Plan for a Comprehensive A nn— STit end Ansed force 
Inspection Systea", end the views expressed in paragraph 1. shove. 

c. Technical representatives of the Western Powers prepare a 
detailed plsa for integrating an agreed conventional mwpo— r/armameat 
reduction into a ocaprehensive inspection syst— so that a united position 
nay he presented to the OBSR in future discussions, ftath a plsa should 
include provldloss for, 

(1) Safeguards against surprise attack, 

(2) Surveillance of agreed conventional manpower/ snaaaents 
reduction, and, 

(3) Cheeks to insure that future production of fissionable 
materials will be used or stockpiled exclusively for 
non-weapons purposes. 

d. following the preparation of a plan acceptable to the 
Western Powers, technical representatives from all Participating States 
convene for the purpose of preparing a mutually acceptable ca s prshan sive 
inspection plan which includes the S^ovs mantioned provisions.
